Wirksworth  Urban  District  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you,  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  1952. 

Wirksworth,  thirteen  miles  from  Derby,  in  the  centre  of 
the  Midlands,  was  in  years  gone  by,  a  busy  centre  of  lead  miningo 
It  is  within  easy  reach  of  some  of  the  finest  scenery  in  the 
country,  and  the  surrounding  district  is  predominently  agricultural 
and  largely  mi lk -producing*  The  sub-soil  is  of  limestone  and 

limestone  quarrying  forms  one  of  the  principal  industries  of  the 
place.  Employment  is  also  provided  by  local  tape  weaving,  hosiery 
and  garment  factories.

WATER  SUPPLY, 

Both  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  supplies  for  the 
Middleton  and  the  Wirksworth  Areas  have  been  satisfactory  once  again 
during  the  year  1952,  and  the  actual  results  of  all  samples  taken  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  submitted  for  Bacteriological  Examination 
are  set  out  in  the  Inspector’s  portion  of  this  reporto 

Unfortunately  I  have  to  report  that  the  proposed  new  Borehole 
at  Hanson  Farm,  Longway  Bank,  Wirksworth,  (referred  to  in  my  last 
year’s  report)  has  proved  to  be  a  failure®  Although  the  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries  Explosives  Department  fired  shots  down  this 
Borehole  with  the  intention  of  breaking  up  the  closely  grained  strata 
and  thus  ensuring  a  steady  flow  of  water  into  the  Borehole,  these 
attempts  did  not  produce  water®  Following  this,  further  attempts 
at  blasting  in  the  Borehole  were  made  with  local  labour,  but  these 
also  wero  abortive  and  reluctantly  the  Council  decided  to  abandon  the 
Borehole  Scheme® 

The  Council  are  now  seeking  alternative  sources  of  additional 
supplies  o 

Meetings  between  the  Council,  the  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  and  Farmers  took  place  on  a  number  of  occasions  during 
1952,  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  water  supplies  to  outlying  farms 
but  as  all  the  farmers  and  other  persons  concerned  did  not  give  their 
consonts  to  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  this  scheme,  it  has  not 
borne  fruition® 

Ho  further  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers  preparing  a  larger  scheme  for  the  supply  of 
water  to  the  Rural  parts  of  the  Urban  District  or  alterations  and 
improvements  to  the  existing  undertaking®  This  matter  was  mentioned 
in  last  year’s  report® 

In  my  opinion  it  is  imperative  that  with  the  continued  growth 
of  the  Town,  additional  sources  of  water  supply  must  be  secured,  and 
I  cannot  stress  this  matter  too  strongly* 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


During  1952  the  new  £30? 000®  0.  0.  Extension  Scheme  to  the 
Derby  Road  Sewage  Works,  Wirksworth,  was  completed  and  the  official 
opening  of  the  Now  Works  took  place  on  the  10th  of  April, 1952, 
attended  by  Representatives  of  the  Trent  River  Board  including 
Dr*  Clay  of  the  Pollution  and  Fisheries  Department© 

The  Council  now  possess  a  modern  Sewage  Outfall  Works  capable 
of  dealing  with  the  whole  of  the  Sewage  from  Wirksworth  and 
Middleton  and  allowing  for  future  growth  of  the  Town* 

Referring  to  my  last  year’s  report,  I  would  add  that  in  1952 
the  work  was  completed  on  the  relaying  of  certain  lengths  of  low 
gradient  sewer  to  new  falls  and  in  addition  a  number  of  storm  water 
overflows  were  re-designed  and  re-constructed© 

Work  commenced  on  the  New  Main  Derby  Road  Housing  Site  and 
separate  Foul  Sewers  and  Surface  Water  Drains  were  laid,  allowing 
for  future  development  of  this  large  site  for  some  years  to  come* 

In  order  to  alleviate  the  already  overburdened  Main  Sewers  a  new 
Foul  Sower  was  laid  from  this  site  to  a  point  very  near  the  Sewage 
Outfall  Works*

GENERALLY. 

Once  again  there  has  been  relatively  little  infection  in 
the  area*  and  certainly  nothing  of  a  really  serious  nature®  There 
were  only  two  deaths  from  Infectious  Disease*  namely  Pneumonia. 
Deaths  resulted  mainly  from  Vascular  Lesions  and  Cardiac  Disease® 
This  may  be  due  in  some  degree  to  the  heavy  typo  of  work  undertaken 
in  the  district*  and  to  the  rather  hilly  condition  of  the  aroa0 


It  is  gratifying  to  note  again  the  absence  of  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever*  I  would  like  to  stress  once  more*  the  importance  of 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria*  which  has  proved  itself  such  a 
powerful  weapon  in  combating  this  dread  disease*  I  feel  there  is 
a  risk  of  complacency*  and  a  tendency  to  ignore  this  precaution. 

In  order  to  stamp  out  Diphtheria*  it  behoves  parents  of  young  children 
to  bo  ever  ready  to  avail  themselves  of  this  protection*  and  those 
engaged  in  the  administration,  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  see  that 
tho  scheme  is  worked  to  its  fullest  capacity# 


Tuberculosis  continues  to  take  its  toll*  and  although  vast 
strides  have  been  made  in  early  detection,  and  more  effective 
treatment  methods  are  beirg  instituted*  there  is*  I  feel,  a  great 
need  for  increased  Sanatorium  accommodation*  in  which  modern  methods 
of  treatment  can  best  be  applied© 


Tho  housing  programme*  as  shown  by  the  lists  of  applicants, 
appears  fully  justified*  and  continues  apace®  In  this  connection* 

I  feel  there  is  urgent  need  for  more  consideration  to  be  shown  the 
owners  of  ront-rostricted  properties*  With  material  and  labour 
costs  at  the  present-day  high  level,  proper  maintenance  is  impossible* 
and  much  good  property  is  falling  into  docayo 


Although  our  water  supply,  under  normal  conditions,  has  so 
far  been  sufficient  for  our  needs,  I  do  feel,  as  I  have  already 
stressed,  that  our  demands  on  it  are  ever  increasing,  and  some 
further  source  must  be  found*  Of  this,  I  know  you  arc  now  fully 
aware,  and  are  giving  this  important  matter  your  earnest 
consideration# 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  co-operation  in  matters 
of  Public  Health#  To  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr#  Taylor,  ever 
ready  and  willing  to  assist,  and  to  the  staff  associated  with  me  in 
this  work,  I  tender  my  sincere  thanks#

Madam  and  Gentleman, 

Once  again  I  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  of  presenting  to 
you  my  Annual  Report#  This  report  has  boon  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  which  I  have  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  under  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations, 

1935#  and  the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1926,  and  it  closely  follows 
the  pattern  of  my  last  year’s  report  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
Ministry  Circular  2/53*  It  represents  the  seventh  report  which  I 
have  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  on  behalf  of  the 
Wirksworth  Urban  District  Council# 

During  the  year  three  new  Council  Housing  Sites  were  completed, 
as  will  have  been  observed  from  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report;  namely 
the  Nether  Gardens  Site  (24  houses), the  Adam  Bede  Crescent  Site 
(20  houses),  and  the  Steeple  Grange  Site  (12  houses),  and  this  brought 
the  total  number  of  Council  H  uses  constructed  since  the  War  to  187? 
which  I  think  is  a  very  gratifying  figure  for  an  Urban  District  of 
this  size# 

Now  that  the  small  sites  throughout  the  area  have  been 
finally  completed  with  Roads,  Severs  and  all  Services,  it  is  the 
Council’s  intention  to  concentrate  all  their  future  building  on  the 
large  new  Main  Site  at  Derby  Road,  Wirksworth#  New  Main  Foul  and 
Storm  Water  Sewers  have  been  completed  to  this  site  externally,  and 
in  addition  the  internal  Roads,  Sewers  and  Water  Mains  have  been  laid 
to  provide  for  building  on  the  South-east  portion  of  this  site. 

The  first  portion  of  development  consisting  of  14  Houses  plus  2  Plats 
and  three  Shops  was  commenced  during  the  year  under  review,  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  early  in  the  now  year  a  start  will  be  made  on 
a  further  portion  of  development  consisting  of  an  additional  24  Two 
Bedroom  Houses#

Underlying  the  figures  on  Housing  Statistics  as  sot  cut 
in  the  following  table,  there  is  the  ever  present  contest 
between  rising  costs  of  maintenance  and  repair  on  tho  one 
hand  and  restricted  rents  on  the  other,  and  the  results 
obtained  in  the  repair  of  old  properties  have  not  been  secured 
without  a  volume  of  writing,  talking  and  persuading  of  owners 
to  carry  cut  thoso  essential  repairso  Whilst  tho  Rent 
Restriction  Acts  remain  as  they  areP  I  am  afraid  that  all 
Sanitary  Officers  throughout  the  country  will  continue  finding 
themselves  in  this  unenviable  position  which  has  certainly 
grown  worse  each  year  since  1946c  Believe  me,  it  is  to-day 
a  very  tricky  problem  to  secure  equity  between  Landlord  and 
Tenant  without  the  question  of  housing  repair  costs  raising 
its  head.

7.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION* 


During  the  year  1952  only  3  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  in  the  Urban  Area  and  in  e ach  case  the  necessary 
disinfection  was  carried  out  by  my  Staffo  I  know  that  I  am 
voicing  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in 
addition  to  my  own,  when  I  state  that  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  remove  such  cases  to  Isolation  Hospital  and  to 
dissuade  parents  from  keeping  their  children  at  home.  An 
instance  of  this  kind  arose  during  the  year  and  caused  no 
little  trouble  to  all  parties  concerned. 
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Precautionary  terminal  disinfection  was  as  usual  carried 
out  in  respect  of  any  other  types  of  disease  whenever  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  so  directed  me  -  4  cases  in  all 
receiving  such  attention® 

8  *  DISINFESTATION. 

Once  again  no  cases  of  bed-bug  infestation  were  brought 
to  my  notice  during  the  year® 

As  in  previous  years  complaints  were  received  from  time 
to  time  regarding  infestation  of  old  properties  with 
woodworm  and  the  death  watch  beetle  and  in  all  instances  the 
occupants  were  given  the  necessary  advice  and  instructions  on 
how  to  deal  with  these  pests® 

The  Council’s  Powder  Blowers  and  Insecticide  Sprayers  wero 
used  whenever  necessary  with  gratifying  results*

Gorsey  Bank  Tip. 


The  Council  will  recall  that  in  1947  the  tipping  of  refuse 
on  this  site  was  entirely  discontinued.  Prom  time  to  time 
since  that  date  great  inconvenience  and  trouble  had  been 
caused  in  times  of  heavy  storms  due  to  flooding  of  this  old  tip. 
The  reason  for  this  was  due  to  the  fact  that  some  years  ago 
the  streams  which  ran  through  the  tip  had  been  culvorted, 
thereby  ca.using  a  bottle-neck.  In  December,,  1951?  flooding 
re-occurred  and  surrounding  Mills  and  other  properties  were 
flooded  causing  great  inconvenience  and  all  the  attendant 
damages  usually  connected  with  such  floods o  It  was  realised 
thac  drastic  action  had  to  be  taken  and  one  of  the  Council’s 
Contractors  was  instructed  to  utilise  mechanical  excavators, 
draglines  and  bulldozers  in  order  to  completely  cut  away  a 
portion  of  this  old  tip  with  the  object  of  leaving  a  large 
open  river-bed  throughout  its  whole  length. 

This  work  was  carried  out  most  efficiently  and  was 
completed  early  in  1952  at  a  cost  of  £638.  13°  4® 

Since  that  time,  despite  very  heavy  storms,  there  has 
been  no  re-occurrence  of  the  old  flooding  dangers©

Following  the  eradication  of  the  one  source  of  smoke 
pollution  troublo,  to  which  I  referred  in  my  last  year’s

of  meat  had  been  seen  piled  one  on  top  of  the  other  and  the 
Attendant  was  moving  amongst  these  carcases  and  thereby 
contaminating  the  same  with  his  boots®  The  attention  of  the 
Wholesale  Meat  Supply  Association  Manager  was  directed  to 
this  point  and  he  was  requested  to  ensure  that  the  hooks  and 
hangers  in  the  Vans  were  properly  used*  in  order  that  no 
overloading  with  meat  should  take  placOo  A  report  was 
received  from  the  Manager  who  assured  the  Council  that  meat

Routine  sampling  of  milk  has  b  x.n  carried  out  by  me 
during  1952*  and  in  all  41  samples  nave  been  submitted  to 
tbe  County  Bacteriologist  for  examination®  Of  these*  39 
were  pronounced  satisfactory  under  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
and  2  unsatisfactory;  whilst  40  were  pronounced  satisfactory 
under  the  phosphatase  test  and  one  unsatisfactory o  In 
addition,  one  bacteriological  sample  was  submitted  and  this 
was  pronounced  negative  by  the  County  Bacteriologist o 


Puring  the  year  I  have  spent  much  time  and  correspondence 
upon  two  matters  which  gave  me  some  concern©  First,  the 
sale  of  raw  Channel  Island  Milk  in  Pasteurised  Bottles,  and 
secondly  with  regard  to  complaints  received  of  milk  being 
delivered  two  or  three  days  old.  Whilst  the  delivery  of  old 
milk  may  not  be  quite  so  important  during  the  cold  weather, 
if  this  practice  continues  during  the  Spring  and  Summer 
months,  then  the  Public  will  have  just  reason  to  complain 
regarding  sour  milk© 


After  joint  action  with  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  the  County  Borough  of  Bcrby,  I  have  succeeded  in  arranging 
for  all  Channel  Island  Milk  to  be  distributed  in  plain 
bottles©  With  regard  to  the  second  item  of  complaint  noted 
above,  I  have  taken  up  the  question  with  all  retailers  of 
bottled  milk  in  the  area  requesting  their  co-operation  and 
in  addition  have  contacted  the  General  Manager  of  the  Pairy 
c  oncernod® 


I  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  my  efforts  will  prove 
to  be  of  some  avail  in  this  direction®

Two  samples  of  "Gluconis"  Tonic  Prink  -  an  informal  sample 
followed  by  a  frrmal  sample  -  were  declared  to  contain  .a 
proportion  of  Vitamin  Dl,  but  analysis  disclosed  a  serious 
deficiency®  On  enquiry  it  was  found  to  be  very  old  stock  and 
the  vendor  withdrew  the  remainder  from  sale® 

Three  tins  of  Luncheon  Meat  showed  evidence  of  bacterial 
decomposition  and  were  classed  as  unfit  for  human  consumption® 
These  findings  were  reported  to  your  Authority  and  I  understand 
that  the  remainder  of  the  stock  was  surrendered  and  destroyed©

20.  BAKEHOUSES . 

The  two  Bakehouses  which  I  mentioned  in  my  last  year’s 
report,  continue  to  produce  bread  and  conf ectionery  in  the 
Wirksworth  Urban  Area,  and  my  routine  visits  of  inspection 
have  shown  that  satisfactory  standards  of  cleanliness  and 
hygiene  have  been  maintained. 

As  I  have  previously  pointed  out,  one  of  these 
establishments  consists  of  modern  and  hygienic  buildings, 
whilst  the  other  presents  a  very  different  picture  indeed 
with  regard  to  the  actual  structure  of  the  promises®  Despite 
the  fact,  however,  that  one  works  under  difficulties  whilst 
the  other  has  the  advantage  of  modern  surroundings,  I  have  no 
cause  for  complaint  with  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  either 
of  the  two  businesses  are  conducted. 

CONCLUDING  REMARKS . 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  and 
to  the  Officers  and  Staff  of  all  departments  for  their 
assistance  during  the  year  and  in  conclusion  I  should  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Foreman 
and  Workmen  of  the  Public  Health  Department.
